An inspector for the state pure food 
departm ent and

Pennsylvania 
state livestock sanitary board, pro­ 
bably Prof. C. A. Cochran, of West 
Cheater, who has been assigned to in­ 
spect a number of plants in this vicin­ 
ity, w il visit Gettysburg within the 
next few days to inspect the local 
meat shops and the plant of the Get­ 
tysburg Ice and 
Storage Company 
with a view to enforce the new cold 
j storage law which went 
into 
effect 
during the past week. 
It is said that the new law 
will be 
Al the strictly enforced by the 
state pure 
offices food department, whose 
representa- 
| rives have completed an inspection of 
all plants in the state and have given 
instructions to owners regarding the 
provisions of the bill. 
The 
law pro­ 
vides a time lim it for every article in 
cold storage; the date of entry 
and 
date of removal must be stamped on 
every article for the inspection of the 
retail buyer. No food 
kept 
in 
cold 
storage in other states shall be sold 
here. 
All 
cold storage firms are re­ 
quired to make a quarterly report to 
the state dairy and food commissioner. 
For violation of any of the provis­ 
ions of the act a fine of not exceeding 
$500 is provided for the first offense, 
and $1,000, or 30 lo OO days* imprison­ 
ment, or both, for the second and sub­ 
sequent offenses. 
The following rime limit has been 
fixed for ail foods In cold storage:, 
Beef, 
four 
months; 
pork, six 
months; lamb, six months; veal, three 
months; dressed 
fowl, 
drawn, 
five 
months; dressed fowl, undrawn, ten 
months; eggs, eight month*'.; 
butter, 
nine months; fish, nine months. Foods, 
therefore, which are kept in cold stor­ 
age over these periods cease to be 
legally saleable for food purposes. 
All cold storage articles exposed for 
sale must be marked “wholesome cold 
storage food” and, the act says, “the 
retailers 
must 
wrap 
in 
wrappers, 
plainly stamped on tile outside with 
the words, “wholesome cold 
storage 
food” 
in letters 
onc-quurter inch 
square, and such wrapper must bear 
the date of the original entry into cold 
storage. 
The regulations drawn 
up 
by the 
dairy and food commission detail rule 
for the m arketing of products, ship­ 
ments in refrigerator cars, removal to 
one storage house from another, and 
scope of the quarterly reports. 
The 
license fee to be paid after the com­ 
mission has passed on the building is 
$60. Several days ago, during the visit 
of the inspector to Carlisle, one of the 
butchers in that place was fined for 
noncompliance with the aet and 
sev­ 
eral others warned th at their products 
did not comply in all 
respects with 
the provisions as set forth. 
It is not expected that there will be 
any difficulty here as there 
is little 
complaint with the operation of the 
town butcher shops. The local ice plant 
does a very 
small storage business 
and only for the 
accommodation 
of 
its customers, who, of course, assume 
responsibility for their own products. 
The company does not buy any a r­ 
ticles of food with the purpose of sell­ 
ing them.

Sherbrooke, Que., Aug. 22.—It took 
nine attorneys to get a six days’ delay 
in legal procedure against Harry K. 
Thaw, but they got it. 
Result: T here is not the ghost of a 
chance that Sherbrooke's prisoner can 
be deported or extradited in anything 
short of a week—more probably never. 
Everything 
indicates that Canadian 
sympathy is with Thaw and is going 
to do all that it can in its psychologi­ 
cal way to keep Harry Thaw away 
from Matteawan. 
The habeas corpus hearing to secure 
Thaw ’s 
release will be heard next 
Wednesday. 
New York state representatives and 
Dominion Immigration officers protest­ 
ed at the delay, but Superior Court 
Judge Globensky announced that as a 
circuit judge he would not return from 
Montreal until next week. 
As soon as Judge Globrnsky 
had 
agreed with Thaw's lawyers in his 
chamber at the court house that the 
habeas corpus writ would be served 
immediately and made returnable on 
W ednesday of next week, a group of 
the prisoner’s lawyers jumped into an 
automobile and were at the 
Sher­ 
brooke jail in two minutes. 
They served the imper on Governor 
Enforce, of the jail, and then depart­ 
ed, chuckling that they had won delay. 
No sooner were they out of sight that 
Sheriff Hornbeck, of Dutchess county, 
New York, with a body guard of men, 
were waiting at the jail entrance; an 
automobile was nearby. 
Everybody but the New York offi­ 
cers bad overlooked the fact that the 
writ, while made returnable W ednes­ 
day by agreement with Judge Glo- 
bensky, ordered Governor Laforce to 
produce him immediately at the court 
house.

Pennsylvania Senator In Resolution 


Proposes Emergency Fund of 25,- 


0C0,OOO to Protect Americans. 


Washington, Aug. 22.—There wera 
important developments in the Mexl- 
tan situation. President Wilson began 
WPIk on a message which he will send 
to congress Monday. 
Id this message he will outline in 
detail the proposals submitted by this 
government to Huerta, the reply of 
the Mexican' president, and his own 
stews on the Mexican situation. 
The president'* hope is that the sib 
uation will disentangle itself, though 
he believes It will take a little time to 
dispel certain illusions possessed by 
the Huerta government as to the atti­ 
tude of the American people and con­ 
gress. 
The president let it be known that 
the question was not a party one and 
that Republican senators had shown 
an admirable spirit In his conferences 
with them and not the slightest parti­ 
sanship had been exhibited. 
The president believes the debate 
in congress will serve to refute the 
contention of 
Provisional President 
Huerta that the administration policy 
toward Mexico Is not supported by a1! 
political parties. 
Incidentally it was 
learned 
that 
since the presentation of the Huerta 
reply Monday, which has been re­ 
ceived In full at the state department, 
nothing of significance has occurred 
in the conferences between John Lind 
and Senor Huerta. 
Mr. Lind has not 
abandoned hope, however, of convinc­ 
ing Provisional President Huerta of 
the argument made In the first Ameri­ 
can note, and there Is no Intention to 
rec Bde from the attitude then taken. 
American troops for police duty In 
Mexico for protection of foreign lives 
and property and an emergency appro­ 
priation of $25,000, to be expended un­ 
der the direction of the president for 
that purpose, were proposed in a reso­ 
lution by Senator Penrose, of Penn 
Sylvania He did not ask the senate to 
adopt bls resolution and it went over 
under the rules. 
A conferted effort on the part of 
Republicans and Democrats to support 
President Wilson in his Mexican pol­ 
icy and to carry to the world the defi­ 
nite information that the president has 
the full support of the American peo­ 
ple. without taint of partisanship, at 
once became apparent. 
Introduction of the resolution was 
followed by a general demand by Re­ 
publicans, seconded by Senator Bacon, 
chairman of the foreign relations com­ 
mittee. for a cesastion of all debate 
and for support of President Wilson. 
Emphatic and cencerted declarations 
fom senators of both parties of their 
confidence in the wisdom and good 
faith of the president were plainly an 
answer to reports from Mexico that 
Provisional President Huerta has con­ 
tended that the president had a dlvid 
ed congress and a divided public opin­ 
ion behind him.

ment wag offered nor a criticism made 
by a minority member. 
One paragraph relating to woven 
fabrics in the piece at 45 per cent ad 
valorem was passed over at the re­ 
quest of Chairman Simmons for re­ 
vision.

EFFECTIVE FIRST OF YEAR 


Public Utilities Act In Pennsylvania 


Forbids Free Transportation to All 
But Employes of Railroads. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 22.—Pulers some 
railroad employe or labor union is 
able to obtain a lacerable interpreta­ 
tion Dom the public service commis­ 
sion or from the courts of a law pa** 
ed by the last legislature, the wive*# 
and oth?r members of families of rail­ 
road officials and employes will lore 
the free passes they have so long en­ 
joyed. after Jan. I, when the law goes 
into effect. 
The knowledge that the act forbids 
the railroads br any other "common 
carrier.” engaged in the transportation 
business for profit, to issue passes to 
the wives, children and other depend­ 
ents of employes, has not heretofore 
spread to the latter. The information 
is expected to result in a loud protest 
by the employes, whose families have 
been enjoying the privileges of free 
transportation. 
The railroads of the state have been 
liberal in granting passes to officers 
and employes, their wives, children 
and other relatives wholly dependent 
on them for support and living in the 
same house. Under the new aet such 
transportation could be granted by the 
railroad only lf It desires to assun e 
the risk of prosecution for violation of 
the law and of pa>ing a fine of $500 
for earh offense. 
A railroad official said that if the 
section of the act prohibiting the Issu­ 
ance of passes except to officers and 
employes had become known pending 
consideration of the bill in the legisla­ 
ture, there would have been a "howl 
of protest" by railroad 
men 
from 
every section of the state He predict­ 
ed that the information will act "like 
a bombshell’’ when It reaches railroad 
employes. 
There is a provision of the constitu­ 
tion of Pennsylvania, however, which 
has long prohibited the Issuance of 
passes to others than officers and em­ 
ployes of transportation 
companies. 
Either they have ignored tho constitu­ 
tion in this respect, have not had it 
called to their attention, or it has not 
been enforced, for the fact remains 
that passes have been and are still 
issued to the families of railroad offi­ 
cials end employes 
While neither the constitution nor 
the public utilities act regarding past­ 
es states that they shall not be Issued 
to the families of officers or employe*, 
the legislation In both cases speciflec 
that the free transportation shall Le 
granted only to officers and employee. 
Thus the families and other relatives, 
dependent on the officers or employes 
for a livelihood, are shut off from 
passes under the law. 
There 
are 
150.000 
Pennsylvania 
railroad employes east of Pittsburgh 
who will be unable to obtain passes 
for wives, children or other depend­ 
ents when the act becomes effective. 
The Philadelphia & Reading has 30.000 
employes In the state, and the Baltl 
mpre & Ohio railroad employes, num­ 
bering about 10,000 In Pennsylvania, 
also will be denied pass privileges ex­ 
cept for themselves.
